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YEAR  OF  1953 

We  closed  the  year  1953  with  a  slight  overdraft.  This  was 
due  to  numerous  causes  which,  by  studying  the  Comparative  State- 
ment of  Appropriations  and  Expenditures,  can  be  easily  under- 
stood. The  budget  prepared  by  the  Budget  Committee  and  the 
Town  has  been  prepared  very  carefully  and  the  total  needs  of  the 
Town  seem  to  be  very  well  taken  care  of. 

The  case  of  John  M.  Bednar  and  Others  versus  Town  of  Hud- 
son and  New  Spaulding,  Moderator,  came  to  court  this  summer.  In 
this  case,  it  was  alleged  that  improper  proceedings  were  allowed  at 
the  Town  Meeting,  but  the  court  decreed  that  if  the  Town  Meeting 
does  not  disagree  with  the  method  of  proceeding  of  the  Moderator 
then  the  meeting  is  not  improper  or  illegal. 

We  were  sorry  this  had  to  happen,  as  it  puts  the  town  in  a 
bad  light  as  well  as  costing  the  town  $200.00. 

The  Alvirne  Memorial  program  was  carried  out  to  the  extent 
of  the  money  and  fine  progress  is  being  made.  The  committee  is 
comprised  of  Edwin  Steckevicz,  Selectman;  Robert  Jasper,  School 
Board;  Florence  Clark,  Legion  Auxiliary;  Arthur  Trufant,  Legion, 
and  Ned  Spaulding,  Budget  Committee ;  sub-committee,  Mrs.  Alfred 
K.  Hills;  Henry  Hastings,  Superintendent;  Herbert  Canfield,  Budget 
Committee;  Arthur  Lougee,  School  Board;  Paul  Johnson,  Athletic 
Director;  Carl  E.  Leaor,  Road  Agent;  and  Ernest  Lyons.  The  com- 
mittee has  worked  very  hard,  and  through  the  cooperation  of  the 
school  teachers  and  the  Alvirne  student  body,  the  field  is  fairly  well 
cleared. 

The  sewer  survey  has  been  completed,  and  will.be  presented  to 
the  Town  at  the  1954  Annual  Meeting  and  should  be  a  means  to 
the  solution  of  a  serious  problem  and  to  the  future  progress  of  the 
town. 

Thanks  to  the  many  who  have  helped  us  make  this  year  a 
success. 

THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 
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The  gate  to  the  Town  Pound,  erected  in  1722,  which  is  located 
at  the  intersection  of  the  Pelham  and  Melendy  Roads. 

According  to  Kimball  Webster's  History  of  Hudson,  N.  H.,  every 
town  was  required  to  maintain  a  Pound,  in  which  any  person  could 
impound  any  swine,  cattle,  horses,  sheep,  or  other  creature  doing 
damage  in  his  inclosure,  or  any  such  creature  going  at  large  in  any 
highway  or  common  in  violation  of  any  law  of  such  town. 

Several  pounds  are  mentioned  in  town  records,  but  only  this 
one  remains. 

On  March  9,  1772,  the  town  voted  to  erect  a  Pound,  and  chose 
Lt.  Reuben  Spalding,  Asa  Davis,  and  William  Bums  as  a  committee 
to  attend  to  the  matter.  It  was  voted  to  build  it  with  stone,  and  to 
be  35  feet  within  the  walls,  the  height  to  be  six  feet  of  stone  and  one 
foot  of  wood.  This  was  done,  and  the  Pound  served  the  town  for 
more  than  one  hundred  years. 

"Citizens  of  Hudson!  Behold  your  ancient  pound  where  your 
ancestors  placed  it,  and  where  it  has  stood  for  one  hundred  and 
forty  years  (now  one  hundred  and  eighty- two  years) .  It  is  still 
strong  and  may  stand  for  centuries  yet  to  come.  Our  fathers  taught 
us  the  noble  lesson  to  do  good,  honest,  thorough  work.  Then  let  the 
structure  remain  as  a  monument  or  relic  to  greet  our  descendants 
for  all  time.  Desecrate  not  a  single  stone."

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Dr.  H.  O.  Smith  School 
Auditorium  in  said  Hudson  on  Tuesday  the  9th  day  of  March  next 
to  elect  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year  by  ballot  for  which  pur- 
pose the  polls  will  open  at  1 :30  P.  M.  and  close  at  8:00  P.  M.,  and 
to  act  upon  the  following  subjects  at  7  o'clock  in  the  evening: 

1 .  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the 
same. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  numerous  bequests 
as  Trust  Funds,  the  income  to  be  used  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the 
various  cemetery  lots. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
pledge  the  credit  of  the  Town  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  repair  and  tar  Linden  and 
Alpine  Avenues  as  shown  on  plan  of  Hudson  Terrace,  said  two 
avenues  commonly  known  as  Alpine  Avenue,  and  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $450.00  for  said  purpose  upon  petition  of  Alfred 
J.  Mercier  and  others. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,000.00  to  install  a  siren  at  Hudson  Center  to  be  used  as  a 
Civil  Defence  warning  and  fire  alarm. 
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6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $150.00  to  restore  and  place  a  marker  at  the  Town  Pound  on 
Pelham  Rd. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $500.00  to  improve  and  tar  the  Wason  Rd. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $500.00  to  improve  and  tar  the  Burns  Hill  Rd.  leading  to  the 
dump. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $800.00  to  improve  and  tar  the  Bush  Hill  Rd.  from  Gates 
home  to  the  Pelham  Rd. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $300.00  to  improve  and  tar  Clark  St. 

1 1 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $5,000.00  to  improve  and  tar  Clement  Road  from  the  section 
already  resurfaced  to  the  junction  of  Route  #111  upon  petition  of 
Herbert  D.  Smith  and  others. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  include  all  regular  town 
employees  in  the  Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield  and  raise  and  appro- 
priate $700.00  for  same. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Hudson  will  grant  that  regular  em- 
ployees of  the  Town  Highway  Department  be  credited  with  one  full 
day  of  leave  for  every  calendar  month.  Such  leave  to  be  sick  leave 
and  any  unused  sick  leave  may  accumulate  to  an  employee's  credit 
up  to  30  days. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Hudson  will  grant  a  pay  increase 
of  twenty  cents  (.20)  per  hour  to  the  regular  employees  of  the  Town 
Highway  Department. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  Compressor 
for  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $5,000.00,  $2,000.00  to  be  raised  this  year 
and  the  balance  in  two  serial  notes  of  $1,500.00  each  annually. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  build  a  Town  Garage  for 
the  sum  of  $25,000.00,  $2,500.00  to  be  raised  this  year  and  the  bal- 
ance in  nine  bonds  of  $2,500.00  each  annually  and  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds,  and  to  determine  the

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  abandon  an  unnamed 
street  on  land  known  as  Underbill  Park,  said  street  being  forty  feet 
in  width  and  lying  one  hundred  feet  westerly  of  the  comer  of  High- 
land Street  and  Gloria  Avenue  and  one  hundred  twenty-five  feet 
westerly  of  the  comer  of  Hayward  Place  and  Gloria  Avenue;  said 
street  being  bounded  on  the  east  by  land  of  Leonard  Lavoie,  Dickran 
Bakaian,  Richard  Stinchfield  and  William  Morneau  and  on  the 
west  by  land  of  Arthur  Farley,  Richard  Stinchfield  and  Charles  Bur- 
ton.

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  abandon  that  portion  of 
Oakwood  Street  lying  southeast  of  the  Dr.  H.  O.  Smith  School  from 
the  southwest  line  of  First  Street  to  the  northeast  line  of  Childs 
Street,  said  Childs  Street  being  described  in  Article  No.  19. 


21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  not  to 
exceed  One  Hundred  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  ($110,000)  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  a  new  sewer  system  and  for  making  exten-

Seventy-eight  alarms  were  recorded  and  thirty-four  alarms  were 
brush,  grass,  and  incinerator  fires.  A  few  were  started  by  children. 
You  can  help  correct  these  unnecessary  fires  by  using  a  little  caution, 
such  as  placing  your  incinerators  in  a  safe  place,  not  near  a  build- 
ing, or  not  putting  them  in  deep  grass  and  not  clearing  around  them. 
Also,  don't  light  your  incinerator  on  a  windy  day.  Teach  your  chil- 
dren the  danger  and  loss  caused  by  fire,  it  may  mean  your  home  or 
some  life  saved.  These  fire  records  are  a  credit  to  your  fine  coopera- 
tion and  your  hard  working  Fire  Department. 

These  men  have  spent  many  hours  of  labor  on  their  new  Fire 
Station  that  is  now  housing  our  Fire  Equipment,  as  well  as  battling 
all  fires  of  the  year.  The  Townspeople  should  be  proud  of  a  build- 
ing of  this  kind  being  built  with  Charitable  Labor.  The  firemen  are 
proud  of  their  new  Fire  Station  and  are  at  your  assistance  24  hours 
of  the  day.  Remember  be  calm;  call  222,  give  name  and  address 
clearly.  Time  may  be  gained  and  at  the  end  of  1954  the  Loss  can 
be  low  enough  to  break  all  records.

REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


Your  Highway  Department  had  a  very  good  year.  All  major 
projects  except  Philbrick  Street  were  completed. 

The  big  project,  that  of  removing  the  reverse  curves  on  the 
downhill  section  of  the  Pelham  Road  where  it  meets  the  Bush  Hill 
Road  was  completed.  Weeks  were  spent  drilling  and  blasting 
ledges  on  this  project  before  it  could  be  graded  to  its  present  condi- 
tion. 

The  Belknap  Road  and  bridge  was  another  major  improve- 
ment The  road  is  now  all  black  topped  except  near  the  bridge  and 
that  will  be  done  in  1954.  The  building  of  this  bridge  of  cement 
means  that  all  the  wooden  bridges  have  been  replaced. 

Work  was  done  on  three  other  major  improvements.  The 
Robinson  Road  and  Wason  Road,  where  considerable  drilling  and 
blasting  had  to  be  done,  are  on  their  way  toward  completion  and  a 
bad  curve  on  the  Barretts  Hill  Road  was  removed. 

A  considerable  amount  of  retarring  and  new  tarring  was  done, 
but  there  is  need  for  considerably  more  funds  to  keep  the  retarring 
on  schedule  so  we  don't  lose  good  roads  already  built. 

After  trips  to  Barry,  Vt.,  and  other  areas  looking  over  graders, 
it  was  felt  that  the  Cat.  #12  Grader  was  the  best  buy,  and  it  was 
recommended  to  the  Selectmen  and  the  purchase  was  made.  This 
large  machine  has  saved  hours  of  time,  and  more  man  hours  of 
work  will  be  accomplished. 

New  reflector  signs  are  being  made  by  Harry  Sanders  of  the 
Department  and  will  be  installed  early  in  1954. 

Central  Street  and  Derry  Road  were  widened.  The  old  street 
railway  tracks  v/ere  removed  on  Ferry  Street  and  the  street  widened 
under  the  State  TRA  appropriation. 

During  the  years  to  come  a  compressor  will  be  badly  needed 
as  most  of  the  roads  to  be  done  now  have  considerable  ledge.

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1953  REPORT  OF  RECREATION  COMMIHEE 

For  the  third  successive  year,  the  town  has  enjoyed  very  suc- 
cessful supervised  playground  activities  for  the  children  and  youth 
of  the  town,  under  the  direction  of  the  Town  Recreation  Committee. 
This  year  approximately  300  children  and  teenagers  availed  them- 
selves of  the  varied  playground  activities  which  were  carried  on 
each  day,  Monday  through  Saturday  mornings,  for  nine  weeks,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  two  playground  instructors,  with  special  events 
scheduled  for  one  day  each  week,  such  as  doll  shows,  pet  shows, 
bicycle  parade,  carnival  and  midway,  father  and  son  baseball  game, 
picnic  and  trip  to  Benson's  Animal  Farm.  The  playground  Little 
League  team  had  an  enviable  record,  of  15  wins  and  only  2  losses, 
including  3  wins  over  teams  in  the  Nashua  Little  League. 

The  playground  craft  program  which  is  held  at  the  Youth 
Center,  three  afternoons  each  week  for  the  children  under  the  su- 
pervision of  a  Craft  Instructor,  seems  to  gain  in  popularity  each 
year.  The  registration  there  was  also  approximately  300.  A  varied 
assortment  of  articles  were  made  by  the  children,  which  they 
exhibited  at  the  end  of  the  playground  season. 

It  has  been  gratifying  to  the  committee  to  note  that  from 
year  to  year  more  children  are  availing  themselves  of  the  use  of 
playground  equipment,  supervised  games  and  craft  instructions, 
which  would  indicate  that  they  are  interested  in  what  is  being 
offered.  Most  gratifying,  to  the  committee  last  year,  was  the  in- 
creased interest  shown  by  the  parents  of  the  children.  The  Chief  of 
Police  has  commented  that  the  summer  program  has  greatly  de- 
creased the  amount  of  juvenile  delinquency  in  town. 

The  committee  hopes  that  with  the  added  interest  and  en- 
couragement of  the  children's  parents  and  other  interested  citizens, 
more  can  be  offered  to  the  children  and  teenagers  each  year.

TOWN  OF  HUDSON 

A  Regulation  In  Regard  To  The  Collection  Of  Garbage 

Effective  May  1,  1941,  no  garbage  will  be  collected  in  the  compact 
part  of  the  Town  of  Hudson,  without  a  permit.  The  permits  to 
be  issued  by  the  Health  Officer. 

PLATES 
All  garbage  containers  used  in  the  collection  of  garbage  will  be  of 
metal  or  hardwood  construction  and  kept  in  a  tight  and  sanitary 
condition. 

TIME  OF  COLLECTIONS 

No  garbage  will  be  collected  before  7  A.M.  or  later  than  7  P.M. 
or  on   Sunday. 

RUBBISH 

All  persons  who  put  out  garbage  containers  to  be  collected  will 
keep  them  clean  and  put  no  paper,  cans  or  glass  into  the  containers. 

SCHEDULE 

All  garbage  collectors  will  file  a  collection  schedule  with  the 
Health  Officer.  Failure  to  keep  to  this  schedule  will  be  sufficient 
cause  for  revocation  of  permit. 

PENALTIES 

Any  person  violating  above  regulations  a  fine  of  $10.00.

BE  IT  ORDAINED  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of 
Hudson,  New  Hampshire. 

PARKING 

1.  No  motor  vehicle  or  horse  drawn  vehicle  shall  be  parked  on 
any  public  highway  in  said  Hudson  between  the  hours  of  12:00 
midnight  and  6:00  A.  M.  daily. 

2.  All  motor  vehicles  or  horse  drawn  vehicles  shall  be  parked 
parallel  with  the  edge  of  the  highway  hereinafter  named  at  a 
distance  of  not  more  than  twelve  (12)  inches  from  the  curbing  or 
edge  of  said  highways  at  any  time. 

FERRY  STREET  FROM  THE  JUNCTION  OF  DERRY  ROAD 
TO  THE  HUDSON-NASHUA  LINE  ON  TAYLOR  FALLS 
BRIDGE  AND  ON  CENTRAL  STREET  FROM  THE  JUNC- 
TION OF  FULTON  STREET  TO  THE  HUDSON-NASHUA 
LINE  ON  TAYLOR  FALLS  BRIDGE. 

Penalty:  Any  violation  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  punishable  by  a 
fine  of  $5.00  for  the  first  offense  and  $10.00  or  imprisonment  for 
30  days  for  each  subsequent  violation. 

Take  Effect :     This  ordinance  takes  effect  upon  its  passage.

An  Ordinance  Regulating  Keeping  And  Maintaining  Hens, 
Chickens,  Fowl,  Geese,  Turkeys,  (or  other  Similar  Livestock) 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  by  the  Board  of  Selecmen  for  the  Town  of 
Hudson : 

(1)  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  who,  at  the  time  of  the 
passage  of  this  Ordinance,  owns,  keeps  or  has  possession  of,  or  who 
maintains  or  controls,  any  hens,  chickens,  fowl,  geese,  turkeys,  or 
other  similar  livestock,  or  any  pen  for  the  same,  in  the  compact 
part  of  the  Town  of  Hudson,  must  obtain  a  permit  from  the 
Board  of  Health  of  Hudson  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  passage 
of   this    Ordinance. 

(2)  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  who,  at  the  time  of  the 
passage  of  this  Ordinance,  was  engaged  in  the  business  of  raising 
hens,  chickens,  fowl,  geese,  turkeys,  or  other  similar  livestock,  in 
the  compact  part  of  the  Town  of  Hudson  and  desires  to  continue 
such  business  shall  petition  the  Health  Officer  for  a  permit  to  do 
so,  setting  forth  in  said  petition  the  number  of  livestock  on  the 
premises  as  of  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance;  however, 
at  no  time  shall  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  have  in  their  pos- 
session or  under  their  control  a  greater  number  of  hens,  chickens, 
fowl,  geese,  turkeys  or  other  similar  livestock,  than  the  number  so 
registered  with  the  Health  Officer. 

(3)  The  Health  Officer  shall  enforce  such  regulations  for  the 
keeping  of  hens,  chickens,  fowl,  geese,  turkeys,  or  other  similar 
livestock,  as  he  shall  in  his  opinion  deem  necessary  for  the  general 
health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town.  If  such  regulations  are  not 
complied  with  and  conditions  exist,  such  as  offensive  odors  per- 
meating or  polluting  the  air  of  adjoining  property  owners,  or  un- 
sightly or  unsanitary  conditions  that  may  affect  the  public  health, 
he  may  declare  the  same  a  nuisance  and  deny  or  revoke  a  permit 
for  the  continuance  of  the  same. 
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(4)  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  keeping,  maintaining,  or 
possessing  hens,  chickens,  fowl,  geese,  turkeys,  or  other  similar 
livestock,  without  permit  from  the  Board  of  Health  in  conformance 
with  this  Ordinance,  shall  be  prosecuted,  and  if  found  guilty,  shall 
be  liable  to  a  fine  of  Ten  ($10.00)  Dollars.  Each  day  that  this 
Ordinance  is  violated  shall  constitute  a  new  offense. 

(5)  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

An   Ordinance   Regula+ing  The   Parking   Of  Vehicles 

On  The  Streets  And  Highways  Of  The  Town 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  Town  of 
Hudson,  County  of  Hillsborough  and  State  of  New  Hampshire: 
Section  1.     It  shall  be  unlawful  to  park  any  vehicle  on  the  public 
streets  and  highways  of  the  town,  as  specified  below: 

(a)  on  the  northerly  side  of  Ferry  Street,  within  twenty-five 
(25)  feet,  easterly  and  westerly  of  the  junction  of  Ferry  and  Webster 
Streets ; 

(b)  on  the  southerly  side  of  Ferry  Street,  within  twenty-five 
(25)  feet  easterly  and  westerly  of  the  junction  of  Ferry  Street  and 
Campbell  Avenue; 
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(c)  within  twenty  feet  of  any  streets  or  highway  intersection, 
or  junction  of  two  public  roads,  streets  or  highways. 
Section  2:  Any  person,  company,  firm  or  corporation  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  the  previous  sections  of  this  Ordinance  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  prosecution  and 
conviction,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  Ten  Dollars  ($10.)  for 
each  and  every  offense.  In  the  case  of  the  unlawful  parking  of 
a  vehicle  on  a  public  street  or  highway  in  contravention  of  this 
Ordinance,  where  the  party  responsible  for  the  parking  of  said 
vehicle  has  been  notified,  each  failure  to  act  to  remove  such  unlaw- 
fully parked  vehicle  within  a  reasonable  time  after  notification,  will 
constitute  an  additional  offense.

BE  IT  ORDAINED,  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of

Section  1.  IMMEDIATE  REPORT  OF  ACCIDENT  RE- 
QUIRED 
The  operator  of  every  motor  vehicle  which  is  in  any  manner 
involved  in  an  accident  within  this  town,  in  which  any  person 
or  animal  is  killed  or  injured,  or  in  which  damage  to  the  property 
of  any  one  person,  including  himself,  in  excess  of  Fifty  Dollars 
($50.00)  is  sustained,  shall  give  immediate  notice,  either  verbal 
or  written,  by  the  quickest  means  of  communication,  to  the  police 
department. 
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Section  2.     WRITTEN  REPORT  OF  ACCIDENT 

In  addition,  the  driver  of  a  vehicle  involved  in  an  accident  resulting 

in  injury  to  or  death  of  any  person,  or  total  property  damage  to  an 

apparent  extent  of  Fifty  Dollars  or  more,  will  within  forty-eight 

hours   after  the   accident,   make   a  written   report   to   the  police 

department. 

Section  3.     ACCIDENT  REPORT  FORMS 

Every  accident  report  required  to  be  made  in  writing  shall  be 
made  on  the  appropriate  form  approved  by  the  Police  Department 
of  the  Town  of  Hudson  and  shall  contain  all  the  information  re- 
quired therein  unless  not  available. 

Section  4.  ACCIDENT  REPORTS  CONFIDENTIAL 
Such  written  reports  are  for  the  confidential  use  of  the  Police  De- 
partment, except  that  the  department  may  disclose  the  identity  of 
a  person  involved  in  an  accident  when  such  identity  is  not  other- 
wise known,  or  when  such  person  denies  his  presence  at  such 
accident.  In  any  civil  or  criminal  trial  arising  out  of  an  accident, 
the  report  made  by  a  person  involved  shall  not  be  used  as  evidence, 
except  that  anyone  charged  with  failing  to  make  a  report  may  prove 
compliance  with  the  statutory  requirements. 

Section  5.     DEPARTMENT  TO  TABULATE  AND  ANALYZE 
ACCIDENT  REPORTS 

The  Police  Department  shall  tabulate  and  may  analyze  all  accident 
reports  and  shall  publish  annually  in  the  town  report  statistical 
information  based  thereon  as  to  the  number  and  circumstances  of 
traffic  accidents. 

Section  6.     PENALTIES 

Whoever  fails  to  comply  with  the  foregoing  requirements,  shall  be 
fined  not  more  than  Twenty  Dollars  ($20.00).

( 1 )  Any  Person  who  does  not  own  or  operate  a  place  of  business 
in  the  Town  of  Hudson  and  who,  in  said  Town  of  Hudson,  sells

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(2)  The  permit  issued  by  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  state  the  name 
and  address  of  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  to  whom  such 
permit  is  granted,  the  purpose  for  which  the  permit  is  given,  and 
the  length  of  time  for  which  the  permit  shall  be  valid.  No  permit 
shall  be  valid  for  a  period  of  more  than  one  year  from  the  date 
of  issue.  No  charge  shall  be  made  for  said  permit.  The  permit  shall 
be  shown  to  any  person  requesting  to  see  same  to  whom  the  party 
named  on  the  permit  sells  or  attempts  to  sell  merchandise  as  herein- 
before mentioned. 

(3)  Any  Person  selling  or  attempting  to  sell,  or  taking  orders  for, 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise  as  hereinbefore  stated  without  first 
having  obtained  a  permit  as  aforesaid  shall  be  fined  Ten  Dollars  for 
the  first  offense  and  Twenty-five  Dollars  for  each  subsequent 
offense,  or  shall  be  confined  to  the  house  of  correction  for  a  period 
of  not  more  than  thirty  days.

An  Ordinance  Regulating  The  Use  Of  Bicycles  Within 
The  Linnits  Of  The  Town  Of  Hudson 
BE  IT  ORDAINED,  By  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of 
Hudson : 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  operate  or  cause  to 
be  operated  a  bicycle  on  any  way  within  the  limits  of  the  Town  of 
Hudson  unless  the  same  has  been  registered  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

2.  No  bicycle  shall  be  registered  unless  it  shall  have  permanently 
cut,  impressed  or  embossed  on  some  portion  thereof,  a  factory 
serial  or  identification  number  or  mark. 

Any  person  who  shall  knowingly  have  in  his  possession  any  bicycle 
from  which  such  number  or  mark  shall  have  been  removed,  de- 
faced, obliterated  or  changed  shall  forthwith  file  with  the  Chief 
of  Police  a  sworn  statement  describing  such  bicycle  showing  the 
source  of  his  title,  and,  if  knov^ai,  the  reason  for  such  removal, 
defacement,  obliteration  or  change. 
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If  satisfied  as  to  the  facts,  the  Chief  of  Police  may  grant  permission 
to  cut,  impress,  or  emboss  permanently  on  to  the  bicycle,  a  special 
identification  number  or  mark,  which  shall  thereafter  be  deemed 
sufficient  for  the  purpose  of  registration  of  such  bicycle. 

3.  No  bicycle  shall  be  registered  unless  it  is  equipped  with  a 
signalling  devise  and  adequate  braking  device. 

4.  The  Chief  of  Police  is  hereby  designated  as  the  person  to  whom 
all  applications  for  registration  are  to  be  made. 

5.  The  registration  fee  for  each  registration  period  shall  be  fixed 

by  the  Chief  of  Police  at  the  beginning  of  the  same  and  in  no 

event  is  the  registration  fee  to  exceed  fifty  cents   for  any  one 

period. 

The  proper  fee  shall  be  deposited  before  the  application  is  granted. 

6.  All  registrations  shall  become  effective  April  1,  1949  and  shall 
expire  thereafter  on  the  first  day  of  April  each  year. 

7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  remove,  deface,  change 
or  cause  to  be  removed,  obliterated,  defaced  or  changed  any  factory 
serial  or  other  identification  number  or  mark  on  or  from  any 
bicycle. 

8.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  operate  a  bicycle  on 
any  way  within  the  limits  of  the  Town  of  Hudson  during  the  period 
from  one-half  hour  after  sunset  to  one-half  hour  before  sunrise  unless 
said  operator  shall  display  on  his  bicycle  a  lighted  lamp  on  the 
front  of  said  bicycle  and  a  tail  light,  so-called  or  a  reflector  on  the 
rear. 

9.  The  Chief  of  Police  may  revoke  or  suspend  any  registration 
for  just  cause.  An  appeal  to  the  Municipal  Court  may  be  had  by 
any  person  whose  registration  has  been  revoked  or  suspended. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  operate  a  bicycle  while  the 
registration  thereof  is  revoked  or  suspended. 

10.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  Ordinance  shall 
be  fined  not  more  than  Five  Dollars  for  each  offense. 

11.  If  any  provision  of  this  Ordinance  or  the  application  thereof 
to  any  person  or  circumstances  is  held  invalid,  such  invalidity  shall 
not  affect  other  provisions  or  applications  of  the  Ordinance  which 
can  be  given  effect  without  the  invalid  provision  or  application, 
and  to  this  end  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  declared  to  be 
severable. 

12.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  April  1,  1949. 
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13.     It  shall  be  unlawful  for  more  than  one  person  to  ride  on  a 

bicycle,  unless,  it  be  a  tandem  bicycle  equipped  with  two  sets  of 

handle  bars,  two  sprockets  and  two  seats.

BE  IT  ORDAINED  By  The  Board  of  Selectmen  For  the  Town  of 
Hudson : 

Definitions  For  the  Purpose  of  This  Ordinance 
Section  1  —  Vehicle 

The  word  "vehicle"  as  used  herein  shall  mean  any  device  in, 
upon  or  by  which  any  person  or  property  is  or  may  be  transported 
upon  a  highway  including  without  limiting  the  foregoing  any  motor 
vehicle,  bicycle,  or  horse  drawn  wagon. 
Section  2  —  Parking 

The  word  "parking"  as  used  herein  shall  mean  the  stopping  of 
a  vehicle  upon  a  street  otherwise  than  in  compliance  with  traffic 
signs  or  signals  for  a  period  of  time  longer  than  reasonably  neces- 
sary to  load  or  unload  passengers  or  freight. 
Section  3  —  No  Parking 

(a)  The  parking  of  any  vehicle  shall  be  unlawful  on 
the  following  street: 

School  Street  —  either  side  from  the  intersection  of  Library 
Street  two  hundred   (200)   feet  in  a  westerly  direction. 

(b)  The  parking  of  any  vehicle  during  school  hours  on 
the  following  streets  shall  be  unlawful: 

Library  Street  —  either  side  from  a  point  two  hundred  (200) 
feet  south  of  the  intersection  of  Ferry  Street  to  the  intersection  of 
School  Street. 

School  Street  —  on  the  north  side  from  the  intersection  of 
Library  Street  three  hundred  (300)  feet  in  an  easterly  direction. 

(c)  The  parking  of  any  vehicle  on  Sunday  from  1  P.  M.  to  8 
P.  M.  from  the  15th  day  of  May  to  the  15th  day  of  September  on 
the  following  Street  shall  be  unlawful : 

Ferry  Street  —  on  the  north  side  from  Taylor  Falls  Bridge  to 
Deny  Street. 

(d)  The  parking  of  any  vehicle  within  five  (5)  feet  of  any 
fire  hydrant  shall  be  unlawful. 

(e)  The  parking  of  any  vehicle  within  twenty-five  (25)  feet 
of  any  stop  sign  or  intersection  shall  be  unlawful. 

(f)  The  parking  of  any  vehicle  in  front  of  a  private  drive- 
way shall  be  unlawful. 

Section  4  —  Stop  Signs 

(a)  On  intersections  of  streets  where  duly  authorized  stop 
signs  have  been  installed,  every  vehicle  must  come  to  a  full  stop 
before  entering  such  intersection  unless  otherwise  directed  by  a 
police  officer  stationed  at  such  intersection.

Section  7  —  No  Through  Street 

(a)     No   vehicles   except   school    buses   shall    travel   on    the 
following  street  from  8:30  A.  M.  to  3:30  P.  M.  of  any  sschool  day: 
School  Street  —  from  the  intersection  of  Library  Street  to  the 
intersection  of  First  Street.

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SCHOOL  BOARD'S  REPORT 

February  17,  1954 

To  the  Citizens  of  Hudson: 

As  a  result  of  the  resignation  of  two  members  of  the  School 
Board  during  the  past  year,  an  unusual  situation  will  exist  at  the 
annual  District  Meeting.  It  will  be  necessary  to  elect  three  School 
Board  members,  one  member  for  one  year,  one  member  for  two 
years,  and  one  member  for  three  years. 

Mrs.  Vera  Lovejoy  moved  from  Hudson  in  June,  and  conse- 
quently resigned  from  the  School  Board.  In  September  Mr.  Earl 
Draper  resigned  because  of  poor  health.  Mr.  Arthur  Lougee  and  Mr. 
Robert  Jasper  were  appointed  to  temporarily  fill  the  vacancies  until 
the  annual  meeting. 

During  the  summer  the  improvements  and  repairs  to  the 
school  buildings  (voted  under  articles  No.  10,  13,  14  of  the  warrant 
at  the  last  annual  School  District  Meeting)  were  carried  out.  The 
Smith  School,  the  Webster  School  and  the  Alvime  High  School 
were  painted  on  the  outside. 

At  the  Smith  School  three  elementary  class  rooms  were  made 
available  by  moving  partitions  and  utilizing  the  space  formerly  occu- 
pied by  the  hot  lunch  program  and  superintendent's  office.  The 
area  in  the  basement  of  the  Smith  School,  which  had  at  one  time 
been  used  for  a  wood-working  shop,  was  converted  into  a  modem 
cafeteria  for  the  hot  lunch  program. 

The  fire  escape  (voted  under  article  No.  16  of  the  warrant) 
was    purchased    second-hand,    thus    saving    several    hundreds    of 
dollars.    This  fire  escape  was  erected  on  the  Webster  School  during 
vacation  week  of  February  22  to  27. 

The  remedial  teacher  (voted  under  article  No.  24  of  the 
warrant)  has  proven  very  beneficial. 

Progress  on  the  Memorial  Stadium  will  be  reported  by  the 
Special  Committee  at  the  annual  District  Meeting. 

In  September  1953  the  largest  first  grade  class  on  record  was 
admitted  to  the  elementary  schools.  Although  only  95  children  were 
registered  in  June  1953,  by  the  second  week  of  school  there  were 
140  first  graders.  The  School  Board  was  compelled  to  notify  the 
Budget  Committee  of  this  unanticipated  emergency,  and  received 
authority  from  the  Budget  Committee  to  hire  another  first  grade 
teacher. 
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At  the  present  time  all  available  class  room  space  in  the  school 
is  occupied.  With  anticipated  increases  in  the  school  population  over 
the  next  decade,  it  becomes  obvious  that  a  building  program  must 
be  contemplated.  With  this  idea  in  mind,  the  School  Board 
appointed  an  Investigating  Committee  to  study  the  needs  of  the 
School  District  until  1965.  This  committee  has  spent  several 
months  studying  population  and  enrollment  trends,  building  needs, 
and  other  factors  affecting  the  schools.  The  Committee  has  acquired 
and  organized  a  tremendous  amount  of  information,  which  it 
has  presented  to  the  School  Board,  together  with  certain  recom- 
mendations. These  recommendations  will  be  presented  to  the 
voters  of  the  district  under  articles  No.  15,  16,  17,  18,  19  and  20 
of  the  School  District  warrant. 

The  School  Board  wishes  to  express  its  gratitude  to  the  mem- 
bers of  this  Investigating  Committee  for  the  excellent  job  which 
they  have  done.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Hudson  School  Board: 

I  herewith  submit  my  Fifth  Annual  Report. 

For  the  first  time  in  several  years  money  was  appropriated 
to  bring  our  schools  into  good  repair.  This  would  seem  like  a  very 
wise  move  as  buildings  can  deteriate  very  rapidly  if  no  money  is 
spent  on  them  and  it  usually  costs  considerably  more  to  repair  them 
once  they  have  been  allowed  to  fall  into  disrepair. 

The  exterior  finish  was  painted  on  the  Dr.  H.  O.  Smith  School, 
Alvirne  High  School  and  the  Webster  School.  It  was  hoped  that  a 
little  more  cheerful  color  could  be  applied  to  the  Webster  School, 
but  it  developed  that  the  woodwork  had  dried  out  so  much  since  the 
last  application  of  paint  some  twenty-five  years  ago  that  the  color 
now  on  the  building  was  the  only  one  that  could  be  applied  eco- 
nomically. In  fact,  original  bids  on  the  job  were  so  high  that  they 
had  to  be  refused  and  new  bids  issued  depleting  trim,  etc.  Since  gray 
is  a  neutral  color,  most  any  shade  can  be  used  if  the  building  is 
painted  before  it  dries  out  again. 

An  asphalt  drip  edge  was  laid  around  the  Alvirne  High 
School,  relieving  the  problem  of  surface  water  seeping  into  certain 
basement  rooms,  and  hot  top  walks  were  constructed  at  the  Dr. 
H.  O.  Smith  and  Hudson  Centre  Schools,  correcting  very  hazardous 
conditions   that  existed   at   both  schools. 

A  cement  retaining  wall  has  been  erected  at  the  Dr.  H.  O. 
Smith  School  which  protects  the  foundation  of  the  back  steps.  This 
foundation  has  been  steadily  wearing  away  by  erosion  and  was  fast 
becoming  a  dangerous  situation. 

The  overhanging  roof  over  the  stairway  leading  into  the  base- 
ment has  already  proved  itself  a  wise  outlay.  Since  its  erection 
there  has  been  no  clogging  of  the  drain  nor  flooding  of  the  boiler 
room  or  hallway. 

To  provide  enough  space  for  all  the  elementary  pupils  it  was 
necessary  to  remove  the  partitions  in  the  two  offices  at  the  Dr.  H.  O. 
Smith  School.  Although  this  was  not  approved  last  year,  it  seemed 
to  be  the  only  way  that  the  District  could  properly  house  the  un- 
precedented number  of  first  grade  pupils,  and  I  am  sure  all  can  now 
see  the  justification  for  such  a  move. 
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The  change  over  of  the  old  shop  room  at  the  Dr.  H.  O.  Smith 
School  to  a  cafeteria  has  been  affected  about  as  planned.  A  few 
minor  changes  from  the  original  plan  were  made  as  it  became 
apparent  that  by  so  doing  a  more  efficient  area  would  be  provided. 
Many  hours  of  free  labor  were  donated  by  members  of  the  Alvirne 
faculty,  superintendent's  staff  and  interested  parents.  This  enabled 
us  to  make  all  necessary  changes  and  not  exceed  the  appropriation. 
The  noon  lunch  workers  report  that  they  are  very  satistified  and 
pleased  with  this  new  addition  to  our  facilities.  That  this  was  badly 
needed  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  we  are  now  feeding  almost  300 
pupils  a  day  here.  Parents  and  teachers  also  volunteered  their 
services  to  paint  classrooms  at  the  Webster  School  and  the  teacher's 
room  at  the  Dr.  H.  O.  Smith  School. 

A  second  hand  fire  escape  was  purchased  last  fall,  but  due  to 
the  tremendous  jump  in  commercial  construction  this  fall  and 
winter  it  has  not  been  possible  to  find  a  contractor  willing  to  attach 
it  to  the  building.  By  by-passing  the  larger  contractors  we  were  able 
to  get  it  erected  during  the  last  vacation. 

Other  minor  items  have  been  corrected  and  with  money  left  in 
the  appropriation  many  more  of  the  recommendations  of  the 
special  committee  will  be  carried  out  before  the  end  of  the  present 
school  year.  Your  buildings  then  will  be  in  much  better  repair  than 
for  sometime  and  will  soon  reach  a  point  where  a  normal  outlay  each 
year  will  keep  them  in  excellent  condition. 

The  total  school  enrollment  has  kept  pace  with,  if  not  exceeded, 
the  general  growth  of  the  town.  In  1948  there  were  540  pupils  in 
the  public  schools  in  town  and  200  tuition  pupils.  There  are  now 
926  pupils  enrolled  in  the  twelve  grades,  all  housed  in  Hudson. 

The  result  is  that  practically  every  available  inch  of  space  is 
now  being  used  for  classes.  We  are  even  using  a  hallway  at  the  Dr. 
H.  O.  Smith  School  for  a  remedial  reading  class.  Although  no  one 
can  be  expected  to  get  very  enthusiastic  over  the  prospect  of  having 
to  raise  money  for  a  new  building  I  am  very  pleased  to  note  that 
most  people  are  well  aware  that  we  cannot  escape  from  such  a 
building  program  and  that  it  must  be  launched  immediately.  Work- 
ing with  the  special  investigating  committee  appointed  by  the 
Board  has  been  a  most  gratifying  and  pleasurable  experience.  I  am 
sure  that  the  many  hours  they  have  willingly  given  to  this  important 
study  will  result  in  a  very  satisfactory  solution  to  the  problem  now 
knocking  at  our  door. 
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In  spite  of  the  eflforts  of  the  Board  and  the  District  to  provide 
adequate  space  for  the  youngsters,  we  are  no  more  than  keeping 
pace.  This  year  additional  space  and  teachers  were  provided,  but  an 
ideal  situation  was  far  from  reached.  Our  first  grades  started  out 
well  in  the  fall,  but  new  pupils  moving  into  town  have  raised  the 
number  per  room  as  high,  if  not  higher  than  they  should  be.  The 
same  situation  is  true  in  several  other  grades.  The  most  acute  of 
these  is  the  sixth  grade  where  each  teacher  has  forty  or  more  pupils 
per  room.  More  teachers  and  new  rooms  are  the  only  possible  way 
of  correcting  this  situation. 

Fortunately,  we  have  an  excellent  corps  of  teachers  who  are 
willing  to  expend  extra  time  and  effort  to  see  that  every  child  gets 
as  much  attention  as  possible.  We  owe  these  conscientious  people 
a  real  debt  of  gratitude  for  their  untiring  devotion  to  their  work. 
We  must  not  expect  miracles  from  them.  Even  though  they  are 
doing  well  under  difficult  conditions,  they  could  do  much  better 
under  more  ideal  conditions.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  Hudson,  New  Hampshire : 

I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  Principal  of 
Alvime  High  School  of  Hudson,  New  Hampshire. 

During  this  year,  the  fourth  for  Alvime  High  School,  many 
improvements  have  taken  place  and  it  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit 
a  report  of  excellent  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  faculty  and 
personnel.  There  is  little  doubt  that  by  reason  of  more  experience 
and,  on  your  part,  wise  selection  of  new  teachers,  we  have  this  year 
one  of  the  best  groups  of  teachers  since  the  school  opened.  Many  of 
the  staff  have  spent  much  time  during  the  summer  and  on  Satur- 
days, etc.  to  obtain  additional  education.  This  is  noticeable  in  that 
40%  of  the  faculty  now  hold  Masters  degrees. 

Certain  changes  in  the  curriculum  have  been  established  such 
as  the  addition  of  Spanish  I,  a  course  in  Sociology,  and  a  course 
for  Seniors  in  Refresher  Math  required  if  a  Senior  is  unable  to  meet 
certain  minimum  requirements.  Under  an  arrangement  whereby 
three  teachers  are  handling  all  of  the  English,  we  have  been  able  to 
provide  a  more  uniform  and  smoother  transfer  from  grade  to  grade 
in  these  subjects.  Three  teachers,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  John 
W.  McGrath,  are  teaching  English  and  minimum  standards  and 
basic  requirements  have  been  established  for  all  students  in  grades 
8  through  12.  Due  to  the  loss  of  the  teacher  who  previously  taught 
the  Eighth  Grade  Core  of  English  and  social  studies,  and  the  ex- 
pense of  such  a  course  being  properly  conducted,  we  separated  the 
two  subject  areas  and  have  had  them  taught  separately.  Also  in  our 
plan  to  have  this  program  under  the  direction  of  one  person,  it 
was  desirable  to  give  Mr.  McGrath  more  English  classes  to  replace 
the  Problems  of  Democracy  course  that  he  had  been  coordinating 
with  the  Senior  English  last  year. 

To  provide  for  certain  state  requirements  as  to  length  of 
periods  in  the  teaching  of  Agriculture,  Home  Economics  and  In- 
dustrial Arts,  we  have  arranged  the  schedule  so  that  the  first  four 
periods  are  fifty  minutes  in  length  and  the  last  two  periods  are  one 
hour  in  length.  This  has  permitted  a  schedule  whereby  Mrs.  George 
Drew  is  teaching  all  the  Home  Economic  Classes  in  grades  8  through 
12  v^th  a  full  schedule  daily,  and  Mr.  Walter  Bumell  is  handling  all 
of  the  Industrial  Arts  classes  except  for  two  of  the  Eighth  Grade 
Shop  classes. 
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The  program  for  Physical  Education  has  been  expanded  so 
that  both  the  boys  and  girls  in  grades  nine  through  twelve  have 
four  periods  a  week  with  their  respective  instructors.  All  Grade  8 
students  have  it  twice  a  week.  In  addition  to  the  Physical  Education 
Program,  these  students  have  a  period  each  week  of  Guidance. 

Another  step  in  arranging  to  have  like  subjects  handled  by  the 
same  teacher  was  the  scheduling  of  U.  S.  History,  Problems  of 
Democracy,  World  History,  Civics,  Sociology,  and  eighth  grade 
Social  Studies  under  three  teachers. 

Though  not  actually  departmentalizing,  we  have  consolidated 
our  gains  and  made  a  strong  foundation  for  the  teaching  of  these 
basic  subjects. 

Of  the  forty- three  students  graduating  in  the  Glass  of  1953, 
eight  (18.6%)  are  now  attending  college,  three  (7%)  are  attending 
further  schooling,  twenty-four  (55.8%)  are  working,  and  eight 
(18.6%)  are  in  the  service.

Alvime  High  School  is  now  being  successfully  represented 
by  her  alumni  in  the  following  colleges  and  universities:  Boston 
University,  Dartmouth,  Keene  Teachers  College,  Massachusetts  In- 
stitute of  Technology,  Simmons,  University  of  New  Hampshire  and 
West  Point. 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  we  note  here  the  passing  of  Miss  Helen 
S.  Norwell,  who  always  had  a  keen  interest  in  the  happenings  at 
the  Alvime  High  School. 

My  appreciation  is  given  for  the  fine  cooperation  of  the  School 
Board,  the  Superintendent,  the  teachers,  other  members  of  the 
staff,  the  students,  parents  and  friends.

Art.  8 — Motion  by  Dr.  Quigley,  budget,  as  printed,  be  accepted, 
2nd,  by  Mr.  Burnham,— withdrawn  for  Bednar  motion,  district  con- 
sider Art.  27-32  inc.  at  this  time,'  2nd  by  Mrs.  Bednar  and  carried. 

Art.  27 — Moderator  read  article  and  comments  of  Attorney 
General  as  follows:  "Relative  to  Art.  27  through  32,  it  would  appear 
that  the  suggested  articles  arise  from  a  misunderstanding  of  the 
functions  and  authority  of  the  School  Board.  Members  of  the 
School  Board  are  not  agents  of  the  district  for  all  purposes.  The 
School  Board  derives  its  powers  from  State  Statutes  and  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  rather  than  from  the  School  District."  Mr. 
Bednar  moved  article  be  tabled.  Carried.  Also  that  report  of 
Attorney  General  be  incorporated  in  records. 

Art.  28-  -Motion  to  ac'ont  article  by  Mr.  Ecdnar,  2nd  by  Mrs. 
Bednar.  Lengthy  discussion  followed;  Dr.  Quigley  offered  amend- 
ment, the  word  "monies"  be  changed  to  "money  received  from 
School  District."  Bednar  agreed.  Amendment  carried.  Moderator 
re-read  article  as  amended.  Mr  Bednar  moved  article  be  amended — 
That  the  School  Board  shall  in  future  annual  printed  Town  Reports, 
break  down  in  detail,  by  individual  items  and  amounts,  all  officers 
and  employees*  salaries  paid  by  the  School  District  in  High  School 
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and  Elementary  Schools,  and  further  that  all  materials,  services,

Dr.  Quigley  attempting  to  explain  various  items  etc.,  etc.  Voice  vote 
on  motion,  as  amended  by  Dr  Quigley,  announced  as.  Carried.  Mr. 
Buxton  questioned  -  -  -  Mr.  Hannaford  and  Mr.  Rodgers  were 
appointed  tellers,  Standing  vote,  Yes  60,  No  71,  Motion  lost.

Attorney  General's  opinion "Art.  28  may  well  be  a  proper

Art.  29 — Mr.  Bednar  moved  article  be  tabled  -  -  Lengthy  dis- 
cussion, Bednar  relative  to  exceeding  appropriation.  Budget  Com. 
not  admitting  etc.,  etc.  Mr.  Hastings  reading  letter  from  Com- 
missioner Buley  as  to  violations,  etc.  Moderator  read  opinion  of 

Attorney  General "Art.  29,  I  consider  highly  improper.     The 

Municipal  Budget  Act,  Chapt.  52  of  the  Revised  Laws  as  amended, 
provides  the  remedy  for  exceeding  appropriations.  Removal  pro- 
ceedings provided  in  that  chapter  are  initiated  by  the  Budget 
Committee.  (See  R.L.  c.52,  s.8,  as  amended  by  c.  228,  Laws  of  1949) 
The  School  District  as  such,  would  have  no  power  to  act  in  view 
of  the  above  statute.",  and  said,  by  the  letter  and  law.  Board  did 
not  violate  Sec.  52  in  Special  Meeting.    Motion  carried. 

Art.  30 — Mr.  Bednar  moved  to  accept  article,  changing  Town 
Clerk's  Office  to  Clerk  of  the  School  Dist.  2nd  by  Mrs.  Bednar. 
Amend,  carried.  Discussion  of  records,  reports,  etc.,  also  of  names 
on  petitions  not  all  being  those  of  voters,  which  Mr.  Hastings  cor- 
rected, followed.   Art.  adopted. 

Attorney  General's  report  on  this  article — "Insofar  as  it 
might  contravene  or  attempt  to  supersede  statutory  pro- 
visions pertaining  to  records  kept  by  school  officials,  would 
have  no  force  and  effect  upon  the  School  Board  or  school 
officials." 

Art.  31 — Attorney  General's  report  read — "Article  31  may  well 
be  a  proper  subject  for  the  school  meeting.  The  policy  determination, 
upon  which  I  shall  not  comment,  should  be  thoroughly  considered, 
however."  Bednar  offered  amendment,  $100.  or  over.  Mr.  Buxton 
asked  if  motion  to  adopt  had  been  made.

Dr.  Quigley  replied, 
no,  expenses,  salary,  last  year,  $75.,  each  office.  Bednar  inquired  if 
truant  officer  was  in  hall,  wished  question  held  in  abeyance ;  question 
of  veracity  between  Board  and  Police  Chief;  statement  to  him,  "pay 
cut  in  half,"  reason  for  resignation,  willing  to  keep  office  for  the  $150 
etc.  Did  the  School  Board  recognize  worth,  services  etc,  etc.?

Number  of  pupils  showing  cardiac  murmur  8 

Number  of  pupils  showing  defective  speech  15 

All  athletic  participants  were  physically  examined  at  the  be- 
ginning of  school   by  Dr  John   Quigley. 

Any  physical  defects  found  are  reported  to  parents,  with  special 
emphasis  made  on  early  correction. 

Pupils  showing  hearing  or  speech  difficulties  are  having  a  period 
of  special  training  according  to  their  need. 

We  are  most  fortunate  in  having  access  to  all  the  various 
clinics  held  at  the  Community  Council  in  Nashua.  Many  of  our 
pupils  are  now  attending  the  Community  Council. 

T.  B.  patch  tests  and  X-Rays  are  given  through  the  cooperation 
of  the  N.H.T.B.  association. 

Contributions  given  for  milk  and  hot  lunch  are  most  helpful  to 
needy  children. 

The  precedent  first  grade  clinic  was  held  May  10,  1953. 
Ninety-eight  pupils  registered  at  this  time.  While  this  is  a  good 
showing,  we  would  like  100%  for  the  coming  school  year,  as  cor- 
rections, if  any,  can  be  made  before  the  school  term  begins. 

The  fine  cooperation  of  teachers,  parents,  and  the  parent  teach- 
ers association  is  most  helpful  in  promoting  the  health  program  and 
is  greatly  appreciated.

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  June  30,   1952  and  June 
30,   1953,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A.     As  indicated  therein,  the 
Net  Debt  decreased  by  $15,147.83  during  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1953. 
Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:    (Exhibit  B) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the  School 
District  during  the  fiscal  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  B,  with  the  factors 
which  caused  the  change  indicated  therein. 
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Comparative  Statemen+s  of  Appropriations  and  Expendi-

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures, 
estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1953,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  C  &  D.  As  indicated  by  the  budget 
summary  (Exhibit  D),  a  net  revenue  surplus  of  $4,769.72,  less  a  net 
overdraft  of  appropriations  of  $3,151.17,  resulted  in  a  net  budget 
surplus  of  $1,618.55. 
Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  E) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30,  1953,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uniform 
classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  E.  Proof  of  the 
Treasurer's  balance,  as  of  June  30,  1953,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  F. 
Summary  of  Appropriation  Account:  (Exhibit  K) 

A  summary  of  the  school  district  appropriation  account  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1953,  is  included  in  Exhibit  K. 
This  indicates  that  as  of  June  20,  1953,  the  school  district  had 
received  from  the  Town  an  advance  on  the  1953-54  school  tax  in 
the  amount  of  $2,058.34,  which  is  shown  as  a  liability  account  in 
the  balance  sheet. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 
Reduction  of  Current  Deficit: 

As  a  result  of  the  deficiency  appropriation  which  was  made 
at  the  special  meeting  of  the  School  District  held  on  August  1 1,  1952, 
the  current  deficit  was  reduced  from  $11,228.29  to  $86.46  during 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1953,  as  shown  by  the  following 
statement :
